The Ohio State Hairy and Fond Onn- 
minion, under the direction oi tin* I.vk* 
islaturc of that Slate. has made putdic 
1 1 it* result of it* recent official examina- 
tion of tlic hukititr powders* of the mar- 
ket. As many of the InamU analysed 
are in use throughout the country, the 
report of the ('otniuiaaion will he found 
of general interest. 

The startling fact is brought about by 
the report that of the HO different brands 
of hakim: powder analyzed. '.’0 are made 
trotn alum, a substance deelared bv tlte 
highest tnediea! autliurities to Ik* injuri- 
ous to health when used in food. 

Tlte ( 'oimnissission classify the Waking 
powders into three general divisions ac- 
cording to their value: 

1st. Cream of Tartar Baking I'owdera. 
:M. Phosphate Making Ponder*, 
id. Aluiu Making Powders. 

The Commission explains that the 
best baking powder is that wltieh. the 
ingredients being healthful gives otf the 
largest amount of leavening gas and 
leaves the smallest amount of the resi- 
dum in the bread. A small amount of 
carbonate of ammonia, whieli is consid- 
ered healthful, isos *d in some of the 
cream of tartar powders to give them a 
higher strength. The Commission says 
that alum is undoubtedly a hurtful salt. 
The rej*ort ranks the ponders and shows 
the amount in each of inert resultants, 
which in using it nould appear a* resi- 
duum in the bread as follons:
